In the first place, the aldermen 
last night concluded to take step* to 
improve the city * electric light 
plant, which Is the mayor's especial 
hobby, then the supreme court has 
deeided the cow* could no longer me- 
ander, tit pleasure, up and down the 
rlty's highways, into a citizen's How 
er garden or yard. and. as sometimes, 
Into some of the business house., 
down in the heart of the city, and, 
too, because he had an opportunity to 
and may— no one know*- wield his 
little hatchet on the police ordinance. 

"I am very glad indeed the alder 
man have reached, the conclusion 
they have on the light proposition," 
he hu Id, "and think they have acted 
wisely Kvery one know* my views on 
Hie subject, and no further comment. 
a*ide from this expression of grati- 
tude, is necessary. 

"Now, about the cows. I shall 
iwalt the receipt of a copy of the 
-upremo court's opinion In the ense 
before doing anything. 1 am glad the 
cow is done for. Wo shall have to 
make arrangements now for a pound 
to enclose the stock found nt large, 
and these details wilt be attended to 
later. 

"1 don't know whether or not we 
shall have to have an^extra man to 
ake up tin- stock found running at 
large, but. ir the police force 1* cut

i* a nmtler for the future. 

"Are you going to sign the police 
ordinance. Mr. Mayor?" elicited the 
rejoinder:

It is not up to me 
yet, at least the ordinance has not 
been laid on my desk for considera- 
tion yet." 

"Will you exercise that big stick 
you have over there instead of a 
hatchet and kill It?" he was asked.

The mayor thinks a mistake was 
made however In reducing the force 
Moth measures are extremes," he 
said further, "the bill passed by the 
legislature, and the council ordi- 
nance. The bill calls fo^ too many 
men and the city ordlance allows too 
few. The city ordinance allows for 
no substitutes, and what will be 
done In a case of emergency or sick- 
ness? We should have let matters 
tay as they were.

Police Commissioner rionds has h 
copy of the bill, but would not ex» 
press himself on the matter today. 
"We have now Just about enough 
men." he said, and "If we are to In- 
crease to the 30, a* required under 
the bill paused by the legislature, we 
shall merely keep on the present 
f„n^. and give police power* to 
enough other city officials to be In 
the bounds of the law." 

Hut. to mate the thing truthfully, 
no one seem* to know what will be 
„ one _whether the matter will cause 
litigation or be settled amicably.

Flank D. It hen, ail Illinois Central 
Isiller maker residing at llth and 
Ohio slreets, wa» horribly and fatally 
scalded, and his helper, Chris Kd- 
inondH, was also badly burned by 
scalding water, while working In the 
Mre box of a "live engine" yesterday 
afternoon In the local L C. round 
house - Both were tnlrm to the r c 
hospital, where immediate attention 
was given them. Today they are rest- 
in: • asy hut l(!i< i's condition is jfr. 
carious and complications which may 
result In death are liable to set la. 

Rhea and his heljier had been as- 
signed to engine S.'iO, one of the big- 
nest type of freight engines. The big 
machine was in the round house for 
repairs to flue-*-, and the fire had been 
Irawn fiom the fire box but the en- 
gine was sttll "alive," full of boiling 
water and steam. 

Rhea crawled into the big Are 
loons to hammer out a flue plug. His 
helper, Edmonds, was in the act of 
following him and had his head and 
shoulders through door when boil- 
ing water began to envelope him. He 
quickly withdrew nnd Immediately a 
series of agonizing cries were heard 
from the interior of the big engine. 

Edmonds was unable to under- 
stand Just what had happened lur 
knew that Hhon was being horribly 
scalded. He was power leas to render 
lid, however, but Rhea by designate 
efforts managed to crawl through the 
blinding, scalding water to the Are 
doors and draw himself out. He fell 
limp and apparently lifeless to the 
floor. 

The hospital corps was summon- 
■ •d and gave immediate allent ion. At 
the hospital i» was discovered lhat 
every portion of Rhea's body had 
been scalded by the water except one 
small part of his back. The skin 
, -ime off in large patches and the un- 
fortunate bollermaker suffered ex- 
cruciating agony. HU helper wos 
badly burned aboi« the face and 
bunds but is not In a serious condi- 
tion. 

Rhea stated that he had struck the 
Hue plug wUh his hammer to loosen 
It ami that the entire flue seemed to 
- ve and loosen. An examination 
xhowed that the flue came loose and 
the water direct from the lioller pour- 
ed out with great force on him. 

Butt Tor the size of the Are fl.iors, 
wihlch are unusually large on this 
tvpe or engine. Rhea might have 
been slowly boiled to death In th" 
Are box. Today he is reported bet- 
ter, and Is resting aa easy as might 
be expected. He is a married man 
and has a wife and child living hero 
at 11th and Ohio Edmonds, his hel- 
per, will be able to be out In a short 
time but will probably have to wear 
bandages for several weeks.
